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Mr. Dills Dropped Dead. 


The following telegram lella of the 


manner of the death of A.N. Dills, father- 
in-law of F. M. Young and the late S. P. 
Young, of Derotnr: 


ATLANTA, IM*, June 13—Our little city 


was greatly shocked on Saturday about 8 
a. in. when the news rapidly spread that 
Anthony N. Dills, one of our oldest and 
uost highly respected citizens and busi- 
dess men, had dropped dead in his yard 
rom apoplexy i>r heart disease. He hud 
nst gone across the alley to his brother- 
n-laws, B. F. Dalzell, and had returned 
and taken up his scythe to out a little 
grass, and when first seen by members of 
liia family was lying prostrate on the 
ground. He was immediately taken into 
the house and medical assistance called, 
but there was no pnlse: he lived only a 
Tew minutes. Deceased came from Ken- 
tucky, his native state, and settled on 
Sugar Greek, near this place, in 1834. He 
soon afterward moved to Wayneeville and 
engaged in the mercantile business with 
bis brother-in-law, Jefferson 
Howaer. 


When this place was laid out, in 18W,the 
firm came bere.and did a very large groin 
and mercantile business. He dunng the 
time was also a partner with Mr. David 
Kern, now of Bloomington, in the bank- 
ing business berp, the firm being Dills, 
Kern & Co. He was the second president 
of the Union Fair Association, and in his 
death the last of the charter members of 
Logan Lodge No. 176,1. O. O. F., of this 
place, has passed away. He was a mem- 
ber of the first official board of the Meth- 
odist church here, and he did more than 
any other man here to assist in organiz- 
ing the society and in building the pres- 
ent Methodist church edifice; and he has 
remained a consistent member and sup- 
porter of this eomety, and the ministers 
have always had a welcome place in his 
He was a public-spirited citizen, 
to build up the interests 


of this place. He was aged 68 years.

The New German M. E. Church. 
The German M. E. congregation broke 


ground for their new church on the cor- 
ner of E. North and Jackson streets yes- 
terday. The edifice will be a handsome 
structure, 40x60 feet, fronting on North 
street, with a parsonage on the rear of 
the lot fronting on Jackson street; the 
whole will cost about $10,000. The build- 
ing will be of the Gothic style of archi- 
tecture; will have a lecture room and a 
handsome audience room seating nearly 
400. 
When completed this will be one 


the neatest and most nicely arranged 
churches in the city, as it will be replete 
with modern improvements and conveni- 
ences. This little congregation numbers 
only about 90 members, yet it is one of 
the best working churches of the city. 
They have a Sunday school of from 60 to 
75 members; also a cottage meeting in 
the fifth ward which is well attended and 
where there are loud calls for a German 
Sunday school. / They are ready to take 
up this work when n building can be se- 
cured for the purpose. The congrega- 
tion are doing u good work by way of 
bouse to house visitation. Some 3,000 
German tracts and manj Bibles and Tes- 
taments have been given away in this 
manner, besides 450 Polish tracts among 
and to that class of people, who are at 
home neither in the American or German 
church, and among whom hundreds can 
be found who seldom, if ever, enter any 
church. Hence this house to house visit- 
ation, among this class especially, is com- 
mendable, and certainly is a work that 
ought to be encouraged, for it is always 
among non-church going people that the 
community finds its greatest enemies and 
the most if not all its law breakers. This 
little band was educated in Christian 
giving, loo. 810,000 is a very large sum 
for three to raise; probably not fifty 
heads of families among their number; 
yet they began at home to raise the 
money, and the pastor's subscription list 
shows almost four thousand 
dollars 


already pledged from 
1H members, in 


sums ot from 85.00 to $900 each. 


They have sold their lot for $1,000 


cash, and they will probably call upon 
our citizens for some help, and we are 
sure if the facts are known that they will 
receive encouragement in their enterprise 
which is certainly a good work in our city.
